48, of Oklahoma, was killed by police 
this morning following a battle which 
had lasted two hours and in which ma- 
chine guns and hand grenades had 
been used to dislodge him from his 
ban-leaded room in the attic of his 
boarding house at 611 Walnut street. 


Before he was killed Kelly shot and 


killed 'Patrolman 'Harry Dowell and 
Patrolman Moss brtiger, who had been 
called to the house to subdue'him, 
after he had refused to pay a board 
bill and had1 flourished a revolver and 
threatened his landlady, Mrs. Nellta 
Kay, and her son, Allen. 


Swept by Guns 
The roof of the house was partially 


shot away by machine guns and hun- 
dreds of shots were exchanged be- 
tween the officers and the solitary gun- 
man before he was killed. 


Two machine guns were sent from 


central police station and high-pres- 
sure hose was used in an -effort to 
cave In the walls ot the bouse. 


'Patrolman

prehend Kelly. He mounted to the 
roof of a three-story brick building 
and crossed Its top under flre. 


Killed •• Ho Enter* 
The patrolman swung his legs 


through a trap door for the five-foot 
drop to the floor of the attic and was 
killed by Kelly on the instant his feet 
touched the floor. The body of Patrol- 
man 'Dowell lay for two hours on the 
itldewalk in front of the house where 
lie fell when a bullet reached him, 
police being unable to get the body 
away because of the intense flre of the 
barricaded man.

There is plenty of 
good authority for the prophecy that it will reach 
five billions. 


This means that there can be little if any re- 


"duction in federal taxation next year, as it has 
been necessary to create a floating, debt, this year, 
to make the books balance. 


These figures are not quoted for the purpose 


of criticising those whose duty it is to raise and 
spend government money. They are probably do- 
ing the best they can; as well as any other group 
of men could do, considering the adverse circum- 
stances in which the subject of post-war govern- 
ment expenses are involved. 


But it is probably better that the people who 


pay the taxes, face the realities, than that they 
delude themselves into the belief that the period 
of high federal taxation is at an end.
